New York, June 8, 8 a. m.—[Special.]—The 
horrors of the Gunness murder farm at 
Laporte, Ind., have aroused in the foremost 
criminologists of the world an interest in 
the crimes attributed to the widow who lured 
perhaps a score of men to her tome, only to 
slay them for her own financial gain. 

Among the leaders in these investigations 
is Cesare Lombroso, the noted Italian 
oriminologist, whose theories regarding the 
crimes are published in the World this morn- 
ing. 

He quotes from previous crimes, showing 
the similarity between them and the hor- 
rible occurrences in the Indiana town, \ 

Lombroso has satisfied himself, with a full 
search into the details of Mrs. Gunness’ 
crimes, that she had at least one accomplice, | 
and that a man. He declares she would have 
been unable to make away with her victims 
without aid, strong as she was credited with 
being. 

Women Criminals Worse than Men. 

The criminologist ie quoted as follows: 

It is not an unusual thing in criminology 
to find great ferocity and great dissimula- 
tion in women. They generally commit fewer 
crimes than men, but when they are criminal 
se are considerably more so than men. It 
ig not enough for a woman ta murder an 
enemy: she wants to make him suffer, and 
she enjoys hie death. 

But, however cruel she may be, a woman 
has not sufficient strength to commit alone 
a large number of murders of young, robust 
men, although repetition may have made 
the commission of the crime more easy. It 
is therefore quite natural that there must be 
one, or even more, man accomplices.

Rumor That President Is Unhorsed 
nile Fording Stream in Rock 
Creek Park.

They had a pail of beer, and then Johnson 
dared Mrs. Maurd to put on a suit of overalls 
and carry some mortar up the ladder for him. 
She took the dare. 

The first, and probably the last, woman hod 
carrier in Chicago was getting along beauti- 
fully at her work when she attracted the at- 
tention of Policeman Warner. 

“I looked once, and I thought it wae a 
woman, he said later. “I locked again, 
and I. was sure it was a woman. Then I 
recognized her as Mrs. Maurd, and arrested 
her for being disguised as a man. 

Mrs. Maurd insisted that it was only a joke, 
that it was only temporary, that it could be, 
seen from her hair and general appearance 
that she was a woman, and that the occur- 
rence took place in the back yard of a private 
house, but the judge was relentless.

WANTS GOVERNMENT IN CHARGE 


Dr. Thayer of Baltimore in Oration 
Urges Creation of Federal Depart- 
ment or Division. 


Two of the three orations which form a 
of the program of each convention of 
e Medical association were delivered at Or- 
chestra hall last evening by Dr. William 
Byaney Thayer of Baltimore and Dr. Charles 
Harrington of Boston. The third, upon the 
subject of surgery, will be delivered this 
_@fterncon before the section dealing with 
that subject. 
Dr. Harrington discussed “ fitutes’ Rights 
and the National Health, strongly urging 


the creation of a federal office, which shall 


include in its duties the supervision of inter- 

state water supplies, the control of epi- 

demics, and the fight agaifist tuberculosis. 
Whether the proposed service shall take 


+ the form of a department represented in the 
cabinet or of a division of an existing de- 


partment: is of nd great importance, he 
said; although there are some obvious ob- 
- §Jections to the suggestion of a separate de- 
which can hardly apply to that of 
a division; but department or division, it 
could properly have as its nucleus the present 
bureau of public health and marine hospital 
service. 

Its head should be charged with advisory 
powers in relation to other departments and 
to the states, and with supervisory and exec- 
utive powers in matters pertaining to his own 
bureaus. He should not attempt to meddle 
in local matters hot of national concern. nor 
to encroach: upon the duties of other 
branches of the government. 

“Inasmuch as no one man could be ex- 
pected to conduct so great an establishment 
with only tne advice of his Bureau chiefs, 
and inasmuch as the-cordial codperation of. 
al) the states would be absolutely essential 
to satisfactory achievement, he should have 
a national council consisting of one delegate 
. from each state, appointed by the governors 
or state boards of health for a term of years. 

“Buch a council should de composed of 
men of recognized standing in medicine, en- 
gineering, or other branch of learning which 
would be of assistance. It should be called 
together at least once each year and as 
much oftener as might appear to be neces- 
sary, and the expenses of each such meeting 
should be, borne by the government rather 
than, as now is the case with the annual con- 
ference of the state boards of health with 
the surgeon general of the public health 
and marine hospital service, at the expense 
of the states or of the delegates themselves. 

Dr. Thayer’s subject, Some Relations of 
the Physician to ihe Public,” led him into 
@ general discussion of the duties and op- 
portunities of the practitioner, mentioning 
the ae for him in the service of the 

ple. 

The physician has no higher public duties 
than the duty of simplicity, the duty of the 
avoidance of mystery in medicine, and the 
duty. of truthfulness, he declared in ex- 
piaining his views of personal ethics. “ To- 
ward his patient I know of no more vital 


duty than the duty of optimism.” 


He spoke of the difficulties confronting the 
@dvocates of medical legislation and fred a 
shot at the anti-vivisectionists.

“Church Should Help.” 

“ Young girls become mothers without the 
slightest knowledge of the responsibilities 
which thus are thrown upon them, said Dr. 
Dorsett. “In St. Louis a valuable paper on 
this subject was read before a medical s0- 
ciety which was attended largeix by laymen 
and women. It was suggested that a num- 
ber of ministere endeavor to carry on the 
work of education in their pulpits. One min- 
ister took the paper and said that he would 
preach a sermon the foHowing Sunday. 

“TI saw the minister a short time later and 
asked him if the sermon had been preached. 
No, it has not,’ he replied. ‘I took the sub- 
ject up with the church board and it de- 
cided that such a subject couid not be 
touched upon in the church.’ 

I recommend that the house of delegates 
be asked to pass resolutions under which 
this work of education may be taken up“ 

Dr. Dorsett then presented his resolutions, 
which were passed. 


Empires Founded Upon Babies. 

In the section devoted to children's 41 
ments physicians came to the defense of 
infants in a determined manner. Automo- 
biles and luxurious living, as well as al- 
coholic beverages, according to Dr. Edwin 
G. Graham, were preferred to children. Race 
suicide, he said, was the result. 

“All empires are- founded upon babies, 
said Dr. Graham. Unless there is a change 
in statistics on infant mortality we shall 
fail to develop either.physically or numer- 
feally.

any other European country. 

il nations are becoming more extrava- 
gant, and extravagance, in too many cases, 
precludes the possibility of babies. Automo- 
biles and babies do not mix, and too many pre- 
fer the autos.” 

Dr. Graham then produced statistics pur- 


| porting to show that burial associations and 


children’s life. insurance had much to do 
with a high death rate amohg children. 

“In PhHadelphia,” he said, “a coroner's 
physician said that of 864 inquests upon 
children he believed the majority represented 
infanticides.” 

New Way to Save Lives. 

Removal of unsound organs and their re- 
placement with sound ones from bodies of 
persons killed in aceidents was suggested 
as a possibility in the discussion following 
the paper of Dr. Alexis Carrel of New York 
on Transplantation of Blood Vessel® and 
Organs,“ delivered to the section of surgery 
and anatomy in Orchestra hall. 

Dr. Carrel recently attracted attention by 
connecting the blood vessels in the arm ‘of 
Dr. Adrian Lambert of Columbia university 
to the leg of his infant daughter, and by the 
induced circulation. of healthy blood enabled 


| her to recover ffom a supposedly fatal 


hemorrhage. 

The paper was illustrated with lantern 
slides showing a dog whose leg had been 
removed and replaced with one from another 
animal. 

Dr. J. W. Draper Maury of New York, after 
the address, mace the suggestion that the 
experiments in transplanting described by 
Dr. Carrel in time might enable surgeons to 
transpose organs from body to body.

Polish Woman Relates Sad Tale of How

Matron Brennan questioned Miss Wiadon- 
ska, who admitted she was the mother of the 
child. Capt. Collins then ordered her taken 
to the Provident hospital and placed under 
guard to prevent her from possibly harming 
herself before the inquest.

The attention of the management and 
directorate of the elevated railroads of 
this city is pointedly invited to a fact they 
seem not to be giving sufficient consid- 
eration. | 

This fact is the rapidly rising tide of 
public feeling against the elevated rail- 
roads owing to inadequacies of service. 

Tue TRIBUNE does not propose now to 
discuss the justice or injustice of this feel- 
ing, because it does not intend to clothe . 
with words touching lesser considerations 
the nakedness of its advice. The advice 
is this: | 

Let the gentlemen in charge of the des- 
tinles of the elevated roads take to heart 
the lesson taught the surface roads, 
taught at the cost of millions to the in- 
vestor, and of how much official corrup- 
tion and of how much annoyance, irrita- 
tion and wretchedness to the patient pe»- 
ple of this city! > 

Nothing within reason should be de- 
layed in the doing if the elevated roads 
are to avoid an experience which will 
prove excessively costly. Tact. and lib- 
erality and far-sighted public spirit will 
prove the best ‘of investments. The trav- 
eling public has learned its lesson. It is 
in no temper to play “ Patience on a 
monument smiling at grief.” If it smiles 
at grief it will not be its own. 

Patrick Henry at a critical point of 
his and America’s career declared that 
there was no lamp by which his feet were 
guided save the lamp of experience. May 
the elevated road managements use that 
lamp as their headlight. It will save them’ 
disaster. 


THE COURT CLERK GRAFT. 

A clerk of court is a necessary and use- 
ful official, But hig duties are neither 
dimeult nor onerous. 

Yet the clerk of the Supreme court of 
Uinois under the présent fee system is 
paid as much as the salary of two of the 
learned members of the court itself and 
half the salary of a third. 

The clerk of the Appellate court of the 
First district receives about $18,000 in 
fees, a judge of the court $10,000. 

Both estimates are conservative. 

Paying a clerical official twice and a 
half what is paid the highest member of 
one of the branches of our state govern- 
ment, and half as much as the chief ex- 
ecutive of the nation receives, is not an 
extraordinary paradox in practical poli- 
ties. But it is an offense to common 
sense and to common justice, and it should 
survive no longer. 

The leaders of the parties could do few 
things more likely to incline the rank and 
file to their leadership, to impress the 
citizen with a belief that a rational con- 
eern for the public good is moving them, 
than to put a stop to this egregious speci- 
men of legalized graft. 

It is up to the leaders. If they will re- 
quire as a condition precedent to their 
powerful indorsement that candidates for 
the offices of Supreme court clerk and 
elerk of the Appellate court shall pledge 
themselves to remit all fees above the sum 
of $6,000, respectively, as salary, no can- 
didate will dare to refuse. 

The fee system is a malodorous sur- 
vival of spoils polities. The public service 
should be cleansed of it. If the party 
leaders will not help to end itzin this case 
a few aggressive independent candidates 
who will pledge themselves to accept the 
fair emolument stated will be highly fa- 
vored by the responsible press and the in- 
telligent electorate. 

And when the legislature meets a law 
will be enacted accomplishing what is now 
asked from party leaders as a voluntary 
act of public spirit. 


THE WARRING SULTANS. 

The firing of a gun in the forests of 
America once caused Durope to be 
drenched with blood. The triumph of one 
warring sultan in Morocco over the other 
may. bring about another great conflict. 
So delicately balanced are the interest 
of the world. : 

Abdul-Aziz, the sultan of record, is hav- 
ing a hard time maintaining his position. 
The sultan of the south, Mulai Hafid, is 
slowly winning his way to power. [If he 
captures Fez and secures the submission 
of Tangier he will become the sultan de 
facto. In that event France, now acting 
as policeman of the district, will notify 
the signatory powers of the Algeciras act. 

Then may come the deluge. For Mulai 
Hafid already has offered to accept the 
stipulations agreed upon at Algeciras. Tire 
points discussed at that conference of the 
powers were the organization and control 
of the Moroccan police, the exclusion of 
contraband arms, the creation of a state 
bank to facilitate financial reforms, the 
best means of collecting revenues, the cre- 
ation of new sources of income, and the 
safeguarding of the economic liberty of 
the country. 

At every step the interests of France 
elashed with those of Germany. Time 
after time the conference was near dis- 
agreement. Only by wise diplomacy was 
a settlement reached. Neither country 
gained all that it wished. Each, however, 
professed to be satisfied with the outcome. 
Germany gained the assertion and main- 
tenance of the principle of equal privileges 
for all countries in Morocco, this to be 
preserved by international control of the 
state bank and by international super- 
vision of the police. |

politics, founded the Fablan society, and 
makes no secret of his opinion that unless the 
British government takes some steps to pro- 
mote West Indian and especially the Ja- 
maican sugar industry by vigorous’ action 
against the foreign sugar bounty system, 
and by removing the duty imposed by Eng- 
land of more than $1 on every hundred- 
weight of sugar landed, either from the West 
Indies or elsewhere, the West Indian islands, 
and particularly Jamaica, will seek annexa- 
tion to the United States. 

He lays strees on the fact that there is 
an important and ever growing party in 
Jamaica favoring this annexation, and it 
is in the agitation of this party and the fear 
which its activity has inspired in colonial 
‘officials that must be sought the real ex- 
planation of the inner history of the Swet- 
tenham incident. 

Sir Sydney Olivier has written and spoken 
freely on the subject of socialism, both previ- 
ous and subsequent to his admission to the 
colonial service, and without any remon- 
strance on the part of his chiefs. While 
colontal secretary and acting governor of 
British Honduras he showed a considerable 
amount of energy in the suppression of Na- 
tive disturbances, Wisplaying no hesitation 
whatsoever in ordeting the police and the 
troops to fire upon the mob; and was then 
sent out as colonial secretary to reorganize 
the official finances of Jamaica, which were 
in a state of chaos. ‘

„80 admirable was the work which he did 


there, both as colonial seeretary and as 
acting governor, that when it became neces- 
sary to find a successor to Sir Alexander 
Swettenham last year he, was selected 
for the post at the unanimous request of 
the Jamaicans, indorsed in this instance 
by all of his official superiors at the 
colonial department in London. He was 
knighted last year and accorded the star 
of the Order of St. Michael and St. George. 
He is married to the daughter of a county 
court judge in the south of England, and 
draws as governor general of Jamaica a 
salary of some $40,000 a year, besides large 
allowances, ' 

Sir Sydney has written a number of poems 
and parodies, besides his essays on social- 
ism. But his most remarkable work is un- 
doubtedly his book on White Capital and 
Colored Laber, issued as one of the series 
of the Socialist Library, which is edited 
by the labor member of parliament, Ramsay 
Macdonald, and published by the inde- 
pendent labor party in London. The book 
is an indirect condemnation of the Ameri- 
can treatment of the negroes, which he com- 
pares to its disadvantage with the condi- 
tion of the colored race in Jamaica, agree- 
ing with Prof. Josiah Royce of Harvard 
university in his assertion that the negro 
qu on, in the American sense, is sub- 
Stahtially solved on the island. 

He points out thet while the English in 
the West Indies have demonstrated to the 
negro that they are his superiors they have 
not dinned it continually into his ears, and 
they have not spurred the black man into 
violent resistance by forever expatiating on 
his inferiority. Courtesy, Sir Sydney in- 
sists, is essential to the proper treatment 
that the im- 
pudence of the latter in the United States 
is due tar more to the attitude which has 
been taken and which is maintained towards 
him than to any inherent fault in his com- 
position.”

Insistence of the negro’s inferiority pre- 
vents his good qualities from’ getting a fair 
chance of development and rouses his worst 
passions, in demonstration of which he points 
out that in the British West Indies attacks 
by black or colored men on white women 
and children are absolutely unknown. Wom- 
en in Jamaica may hire a carriage and drive 
all over the island without trouble or moles- 
tation. 

Of course, Sir Sydney is not blind to the 
weaknesses and eccentricities of the black 
man. But he holds that he is capable of 
being taught, and declares thet there is 
no artificial or conventional disqualification 
whatever to bar any Jamaican or negro or 


mixed race from occupying any position for 


which he ise intellectually qualified in any 
department of the social life of the island, 
including the public service. Many colored 
men are magistrates of petty sessions. More 
than one holds the office of custos—that is to 
say, of chief magistrat f their parish. 
More than one hold or haveheld stipendiaty 
magistracies under the government. These 
positions they fill with credit,. , , : 

Sir Sydney does not obtrudé these views 
in an aggressive manner upon those who 
differ from him. He shines above every- 
thing else by his wonderful tact, and it is 
this that renders him the most successful 
administrator and the most popular gover- 
nor general that the ancient colony of Ja- 
maica has ever known. The office which he 
holds is one of the blue ribbons. of the Brit- 
ish colonial service. In view of thé fact 
that England is a monarchical country and 
that the governor general is the persona! 
representative of the crown and of the 
sovereign, it is altogether extraordinary and 
unique that the office should be held not 
merely by a most pronounced radical but 
by a professing and avowed socialist.

Fraud, forgery, and perjury are charged 
against Baron Valentine Uray in connec- 
tion with his obtaining by dishonest means 
a seat in the house of lords of Hungary at 
Pesth. Baron Uray belongs to an ancient 
family, which can trace its descent back to 
the days of Arpad, and one of whose mem- 
bers is on historic record as having been 
governor of Tzatmar in A. D. 1300, although 
their barony is of relatively modern créa- 
tion, having been conferred about some 100 
years ago. : 45 

In Hungary every hereditary prince, count, 
and baron who can furnish proof that he 
possesses land yielding in taxes to the gov- 
ernment @ minimum of 6,000 florins a year 
has a right to a seat in the house of lords 
and to the title and the gorgeous attire of 
magnate. 

Some two or three years ago Baron Valen- 
tine Uray, prompted by his wife, a beauti-- 
ful and socially ambitious woman, put for- 
ward a demand upon the president of the 
table of magnates, as the house of lords is 
styled, for a seat in the upper chamber, fur- 
nishing’ sworn documentary evidence and 
official receipts, now proved to hawe been 
forged, showing that he possessed’a con- 
siderable amount of landed property, for 
which he paid much more than 6,000 florins 
ax year in taxes. On the strength of these 
documents he was invested with the dig- 
nity and prerogatives of a magnate or peer 
of the Hungarian realm, and took his seat 
as such and his place at court. Unfortunate. 
ly, he quarreled some time afterwards with 
his wife, the dispute culminating in a law- 
suit and a divorce. The courts awarded her 
alimony to a considerable amount, calculat- 
ed on the fortune of the baron as represented 
by him to the president of the table of mag- 
nates. Finding himself unable to pay the 
amount, he was forced to acknowledge that 
he possessed nothing like the property men- 
tioned in the documents in the hands of the 
house of lords, and promptly resigned his 
seat in that house and his dignity as a mag- 
nate in the hope of averting any further 
action.

These expectations, however, have not 
been realized, and by the well nigh unani- 
mous resolve of the members of the house 
of lords the president has placed the whole 
affair in the hands of the officers or justice, 
who are now proceeding against the baron 
eriminally,. ; a 

Meanwhile the question arises as to the 
validity of the votes cast by the baron while 
occupying a seat in the chamber. There 
were some measures passed by a majority 
of one yote, and the leading jurists of the 
kingdom are now considering whether or 
not the fact that he occupied his seat by 
fraud is not sufficient cause not only to in- 
validate his vote but likewise any measure 
that was passed by means of his vote. So 
far as I am aware, this case is unique in 
the annals of the houses of lords in Europe.

“In a report recently submitted to the 
finance committee by Mr. Carroll, the city 
electrician, he stated that ‘the sanitary 
district has 15,000 horse power to deliver 
at Western avenue and Thirty~-first street. Is 
this statement approximately correct? If 
not, what available electrical power has the. 
district at this time? How many horse power 
could it furnish in six months fat had proper 
facilities for transmission? 

It is stated that the city proposes to ex- 
pend. $500, on the extension of electric 
lighting facilities in the near future. Wil 
you kindly obtain from Mr. Ellicott an est! 
mate of how much of the district's power this 
would enable the city to use and how soon it 
could use the maximum amount? 

“Mr. Carroll makes the point that the 
spreading of 12,000 volt transmission lines 
through the city will not decrease the death 
rate, Please inform us whether there is 
any material difference in voltage or in any 
other respect between the transmission lines 
that have been erected by the sanitary dis- 
trict and those that have been erected recent- 
ly by the Common wealth-Edison company.

This week's receipts of cattle bid well to surpass 
the record made by last week's run. which was 
the lightest since July. 1904. So far this week 
there have been only 13.767 cattle received here. 
showing a decrease of 3,800 as compared with the 
run the same period a week ago. 

While the receipts of Texas cattle at outside mar- 
ets continue liberal and local packers succeed in 
getting quite a few grassers direct, to the detriment 
of the demand for native cérn fed cattle here, the 
light arrivals of the last two weeks gave killers an 
opportunity to reduce their stocks of sunplus beef. 
Consequently traders believe that with the accum- 
ulations resultant from the influx of grass cattle 
fast disappearing, anticipations of a broader out- 
let for beef steers are warranted. 

On Saturday outsiders secured all the good hogs 
they wanted at around $5.45@5.50. These low 


| prices brought on a rush of shipping orders here on

NEW YORK, June 2.—({Special. Erne long 
geterred cuts in the prices of steel products 
finally were made today and in spite of the 
repeated predictions to the contrary the va- 
rious announcements were without effect 
upon securities markets. 

It has been apparent for several weeks that 
the larger manufacturers of steel material 
were with difficulty keeping smaller concerns 
in fine with the announced policy of main- 
taining prices, owing to the attitude of out- 
aide independent companies, ‘which were 
seéking business at lower figures. Presuma- 
biy the volume of orders reaching such con- 
cerns finally excited the jealousy of smaller 
makers within the ranks of the combine and 
reductions to meet the lower and more tempt- 
‘Ing schedules of the outsiders followed. 

Today the United States Steel corporation, 
‘which has been the head and front of the 
movement to keep prices stable, officially 
confirmed the news of reductions by its own 
companies, although in doing so it put forth 
again on behalf of its fellow members in the 
combination a promise of stable markets. 
According to today’s announcemeirts, the 
cuts thus far concern only steel bars and 
Structural material and in amount are 
- modest, running, for example, to $4 a ton in 

steel bars. 

steel Ralls May Be Lower. 

Whether still lower prices must be put 
{nto force and whether the cuts must be 
extended to other materials, such as steel 
rails, are questions which should receive 
answers within the next fortnight, for with- 
in that time it will be possible for the makers 
to ascertain the effects upon the trade of 
today’s lowering of prices. If, after the 
lapse of a fortnight, it is found that the re- 
ductions are producing no commensurate in- 
‘crease in orders further cuts should be made. 
This is the real solution of dull trade, not 
only in steel, but elsewhere where ill ad- 
vised efforts have been made to hold pfices 
up in the presence of reduced buying power. 

The stock market which today shawed no 
anxiety over this new .policy may in its 
fickle way display symptoms of distress 
tomorrow or Thursday, but thoughtful people 
everywhere will hold to the opinion that the 
move is a wise one. 

Railroad earnings statements submitted 
during the day showed the further progress 
which executives are making in meeting the 
gituation created by reduced gross returns,

GOOD BUYING OF STOCKS. 


Chicago Telephone Shares Advance on 
| Local Exchange. 


The report of the Union Pacific for April, 
issued yesterday, furnished something of a 
surprise, inasmuch as there was shown an 
increase instead of a decrease in the netrev- 
enue as compared with the corresponding 
month. last year. This increase, however, 
was effected by a striking reduction in oper- 
ating expenses, since there was a decrease 
in gross of $447,842. Expenses for the month 
decreased $903,282, with the result that the 
increase in net was $8,000 greater than the 
decrease in gross. The operating ratio for 
the month was reduced to the unusual per- 
centage of 52.98 per cent. 

Southern Pacific for the month made rela- 
tively a good showing with a reduction of 
nearly $1,000,000 in operating expenses, 
though the ratio of expenditures to gross 
revenue was 70.52 per cent. Net for the 
month showed a decrease of $351,570. 

There are probably good reasons for the 
small operating ratio in Union Pacific and 
the figures are in harmony with the char- 
acter of the management. Mr. Harriman 
is in complete touch with the operation of his 
railroads and the manner in which the ex- 
penses of the Union Pacific have been cut in- 
dicates this.
